JU  roi>iman."ln 
nrc,  to  visit  till-  silk,  relieve  the  .lis- 
tn-Mso.!,  l.iiry  the  -Ir.-i.l,  iind  e.liirate  the 
or[.haii.  Its  sole  olijct  is  to  do  pno-l. 
It  *€o\m  to  make  mtin  Oodlike  by  making 
bim  more  hiimnti.  Its  teacliinpH  and  its 
labors  are  in  iierfei-t  harmony  with  reli- 
Kinn  and  mund  m.irjility.  and  it  ,IeK.-rv,'s 
and  should  have  the  "(Jod  speed"  i.f 
every  eliiir.-h  and  every  Christian  niiin 
and  iToninn.

WHILKTIiKORTiKBha.  a  hintorv 
exteiidinji  bey..nd  tLo  limits  (if 
t'  .8  t'liuntry,  we  can  d»  little 
more  in  the  space  at  our  enmmand, 
than  to  mention  the  date  of  its  institu- 
tion at  naliimore,  and  itfl  subsequent  in- 
troduclion     into     Canada.  Tradition 

places  its  origin  in  the  dim  paat  Some 
prefer  ti>  lielieve  that  it  originated  in 
the  palmy  days  of  sunny  Egypt.  Others 
that  ita  birth  occurred  itt  the  golden  days 


of  Greece,  but  we  have  no  intention  of 
Roing  baek  into  the  region  of  the  mys- 
terious, and,  therefore,  content  ourselves 
by  commencing  our  brief  narrative  at 
the  date  of  it«  birth  in  the  continent  of 
America  on  April  the  2fith.  TRIP. 

On  that  date  five  Englishmen,  who  had 
>>cen  initiated  info  Odilfellowship  in  Kne- 
land.  led  by  Thomas  Wildey  instituted 
Washington  T.o.lpe  Xo.  1  in  the  Citv  of 
Baltimore.  This  Lodge  was  the  supreme 
governing  p<,'ver  in  the  Order  in  America 
from  thnt  tinte  until  the  2?nd  of  Feb- 
ninry.  IR21.  when  the  flrand  T.odge  of 
Maryland  and  of  the  T^nifed  St.i ,  *  w,i= 
instituted.  Washineton  \o.  I  surren- 
dered to  it  its  nnthoritv.  and  became 
snbnrdinate     thereto.  In      1 S24      this 

nrand  Lndjte  resolved  itself  Into  two 
distinct  bodies— the  Orand  T.odge  of 
Maryland,  with  local  or  State  pru.-pm. 
end  the  Orand  T.oilee  of  the  T'nited 
States  with  sunreme  governing  power. 
In  IR79  the  latter  was,  mainly  through 
the  Influence  and  sound  i'ldgnrnf  of  the 
Itepresentative^  from  Ontario,  ehanceil 
to  the  Sovereien  Orand  T.odire  of  the  In- 
dependent Order  of  Odd  Fidlow-.!.  the 
eresent  title  of  the  Supreme  Tlodv  of 
the     Order.  This     Snvereiffn      Grand 

Lodge  has  inrisdiction  over  alt  the  Orand 
T.'idges.  Orr>nil  Knrampments,  EebeVnh 
A<isemblies  and  Penartment  Councils  in 
all  the  States  nnd  Territories  of  tbe 
T'nion  nnd  Pnivinces  in  Canada,  besides 
subordinate  bodies  in  nineteen  foreign 
countries. 


O  TNCE  the  institution  of  Wuhlng- 
(^  ton  TiOdgA  Xo.  1  this  great 
brotherhood  has  grown  until  now 
there  are  in  the  dominion  of  the  Tnde- 
penilent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  1.1,S"2 
Subordinate  Lodges,  with  a  membership 
of  l.l.';i.42I.  nnd  fi.4.in  Hobrkah  Lodges 
with  a  nicndiervhip  of  2S4.fiSt  sisters, 
making  a  grand  f.dal  of  1.4:iri.lH2  mm 
and  w(.rnen  enlisted  under  the  banner  of 
Friemlship,  Love  and  Truth.  Of  the 
nundier  of  members  of  Subordinate 
Lodges,  LIIC.SOO  are  credited  to  North 
Americ;i.  nn.l  Se.tllJ  to  f.ireign  eoun- 
triea. 

There  are  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the 
Sovereign  Ornnd  Loilge.  55  Orand 
Lodges,  Ti2  (irand  Fncamjiments,  40 
Reheknh  Assemblies,  and  50  Patriarchs 
Militant  Oepartmonte  in  the  Tnited 
States  and  Canada,  and  11  Orand  Trtidgcs 
and  3  (irand  Kmampnients  in  foreign 
I'ountries. 

Since  the  organization  of  the  first 
Lodge  with  five  members  and  no  assets, 
the  Order  has  relieved  l'.S:;0.1J7  mem- 
bers, nn.l  L'ils.4i'i>  widowed  families.  Dur- 
ing (he  year  1903,  tht  lost  for  wliich 
rclurns  have  yet  been  received,  the 
iJrder  espendeil  for  relief  the  large  sum 
of  «i4.:ii.'n,.'!no.i(t.  The  total  relief  ex- 
pended by  the  Order  since  18M  (prior 
to  which  there  are  no  records  of  the 
[layments  made)  amounts  to  ♦HH1,735,- 
034.5],  its  total  revenue  since  the  same 
d;.teU-ing  *:6J,597,0fll.l4. 


Its  Inlroduction  into  @nada 


TilE  INTKODIXTION  of  the  OHer 
into  the  Itriliith  Provinces  of 
America  dates  Ijai-k  to  .-in  early 
|ieriod  in  the  last  I'ontiiry.  Kvi.lence 
is  fimnd  of  thu  orK:mization  of  a  liodgfi 
«f  the  MaD.-(n>Hter  I'nilv  of  Oiitl  Fel- 
lows ill  Montreal  in  lS4;i;  of  the  tatis- 
letite  of  a  Lodge  of  Odd  iellm™  in 
Halifax  in  ls;t:.',  and  still  earlier,  one 
m  the  same  [.laee  in  1813,  eo  that,  as 
Washington  Lodge  No.  1.  the  mother 
Lodge  of  the  Imleiicndent  Order  uf  Udd 
Fellows  ill  Adicriia,  was  not  instituted 
until  IStit,  tlie  first  Canadian  Lodge  an- 
tfdales  it  seieral  jears.  Iiut  it  is  nut 
known  what  relation  this  lodge  bore  to 
any  of  the  Orders  of  Odd  fellows  then 
in  exintetiee  in   England. 


JN  1S43  the  am  Lodge  of  the  Inde 
Iifndent  Order  i.f  Odd  Feltnws  in 
Canada,  I'rinee  of  Walitt  I^idge 
Xo.  1,  was  instituted  on  the  10th  of 
August,  in  Montreal,  John  M.  Hnrdie  aad 
(ieo.  Mathews,  with  three  others,  Udng 
the  charter  members,  and  it  would  appear 
that  to  these  two  brothers  belong  the 
himiT  of  being  the  fathers  of  our  Order 
in  this  eoiintry.  I'rinee  of  Wales  Lodge 
made  sueh  rapid  progress  that  a  second 
Lodge,  Queen's  No,  ii,  was  instituted  in 
Montrojtl  on  the  4th  of  Dwemlier,  anil  the 
fame  of  the  Sooiety  fcrt,  rfai-hed  other 
idaeeM. 


ON  THE  4th  of  March,  1844,  Prince 
Allwrt  Lodge  Xo.  3  was  institut- 
ed at  St.  Johns,  and  the  same 
yea.^  with  three  Lodges  and  a  member- 
ship of  .350,  a  measure  of  home  rule  was 
granted  them,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
lanada  W.-st  was  instituteil  on  the  16th 
"t  Xoveiuber,  W.  M.  B.  Hartley,  a  bright 
.v..uiig  Iwirrister,  bom  in  Montreal,  being

institution  of  other  subordinate  Lodges 
followed.  Albion  Xo.  4.  at  Quebec,  and 
rommenial  No.  fl,  at  Montreal.  In 
t''44  I'atriarchal  Oddfellow-ship  was  es- 
tiibliMhed  in  Montreal,  the  first  Eneamp- 
mcni  iu  this  country,  Hochelaga  No.  1, 
being  instituted  on  the  Snd  of  April. 


T  N  184.'i  the  Order  retehed  Ontario, 
I  Vi.toria  Lodge  No.  6,  the  pioneer 
Lodge  in  this  Province,  having 
I'len  instituted  at  Belleville  oa  the  17th 
iif  .lurie  of  that  year.  After  the  in- 
stitution of  this  Ixiiige  earnest  and  care- 
ful eonsidcralion  was  given  to  the 
further  extension  of  the  Order  into  th« 
then  Western  I'rovinee.  In  the  mean 
time  other  Lodges  were  organized  in 
Eastern  Canada,  and  on  the  7th  of  Feb- 
ruary. ]84fi,  the  Crand  Lodge  decided 
to  send  a  deputation  nestwanl  fully  in- 
tested  with  |>ower  to  institute  new 
Lodges,  the  Brethren  ehoscn  for  this  mis- 
sion being  D.  (i.  M.  Thomas  Hardy,  and 
Fast  (Iraads  (ietirge  P.  Dickson  and  Ed- 
mund Murney.  As  a  reanlt  of  the  mis- 
sionary tour  thus  inaugurateed,  Brock 
Lodge  No.  9  was  instituted  in  Brockvilta 
on  the  evening  of  the  3th  of  March, 
184)1,  and  recorded  in  their  journal  m.iy 
be  found  this  comment  of  tho  depiiln- 
lion.  which  has  been  fully  borno  out  by 
the  subsequent  history  of  the  Lodge: 
"Sineere  zeal  prrvaiies  the  mind  rf  e^Kh 
member,  and,  indeed,  the  prospe^a  wrro 
encouraging. ' '

April  tho  labors  of  the  Jejuitiitiim  end- 
ed after  a  successful  missiunnrj'  tour  in 
wiiich,  history  tflla  us,  0.liltp||..H8hip 
ivaa  thorouglily  planted  in  tlie  Western 
rrovinee,  but  of  the  ten  Lodges  tlien 
organized  only  two  have  survj\ed  to  tho 
present  day,  Brook,  Xo,  U,  and  L'nion, 
N'o.  1(!,  and  these  two  are  the  only 
Lodge!*  ill  the  whole  of  Hriiish  North 
Ameri.a  that  survived  thruiigh  the  sub- 
Bequent  deiliue  of  the  Order  in  thig 
couutry.  Wliile  all  litliera  leased  to 
exist,  and  the  tirand  Lodge  of  Canada 
al«o  bevarne  defimot,  old  llnn'k  and 
Union  are  ^till  living,  and  are  today 
aniDug  tiie  most  a.tive  and  prcgreasive 
Lodges  in  the  I'ruvince  of  Uutario. 

IN  l84fl,  *ith  three  Enirfinipnients, 
a  tiraml  Km-niDpnicnt  was  organ- 
ized anu  in  the  fall  of  the  nanm 
ytar  the  Order  in  B.  N.  A.  was  giv«Ti  cm- 
plete  home  rule  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  United  States,  by  which  body  the 
tirand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encam;,iiieHt 
were  united  and  organized  aa  the  (Irand 
Lodge  of  Britifih  North  America,  and 
granted  an  independent  charter. 


IN     1M7.    on    the    19ih    of    J 
this    Hody    first    met,    the  ,r» 

of  the  (irand  Lodge  of  <  :ui;ida 
becoming  the  offlters  of  i!ie  now  Su- 
preme Grand  Lodge,  Grand  .Master  Ham- 
ilton   LM-oming    the    lirst    Grand    Hire. 


Laws  for  the  government  of  Grand  and 
Suburdinate  Lodges  and  KncampmenU 
were  adopted,  and  provision  waa  made 
lor  four  Subordinate  Grand  Lodge  Jur- 
I'lliitiKUH,  with  OLe  Grand  Encanipmeat 
lor  the  entire  territory,  but  at  its  ses- 
sion in  August  this  was  changed  a  i  foi 
the  purposes  of  the  Order  li.  N.  ^.  ,v;.a 
divided  into  8  rrovinces.  The  Grand  Sire 
had  reported  that  nn  anxious  de.irc 
l'»  participate  in  the  benefits  of  the 
Order  seemed  to  exist  in  the  Lower  Prov- 
iDces,  and  although  no  Lo.ljr,..  had  been 
organized  there  under  this  Jurisdi.tion, 
ihey  provided  for  the  liiture  and  set 
apart  the  following  FMvini'w,  each  cover- 
mg  <-.inBidcrable  territory;  1.  I'ro.iiice 
of  Toronto;  1",  I'roviace  of  Kiugsl.n;  3, 
I'rovince  of  Montreal;  4,  i'rovinee  of 
IJuebec;  .'>,  I'rovinee  of  Fredericton;  6, 
I'rovJnce  of  Halifax;  7,  Pr^vitu-e  .■'f 
Charlottetown;  K,  Province  of  N.MftuiiJ- 
land. 

On  the  -:;nd  of  July,  under  the  new 
form  of  Government,  the  Grand  Kn- 
tampment  of  Canada  whs  organized  by 
Grand  ^ire  Hamilton,  but  it  was  not 
""til  the  15th  of  November  that  the 
iirHt  Provitiiial  (irand  Lodge  was  orgnn- 
ized  for  the  district  of  Quebec.

J^  the  institution  of  a  ProFincial 
Grand  Lodge  for  the  district  of 
.Montreal  r  u  the  :;wth  or  April.  Con- 
siderable progress  had  now  been  made, 
adilili,,D:il  Lodges  having  been  instituted, 
Mercantile,  Xo.  19,  at  Quebec;  Ottawa, 
Xo.  ud,  „t  Bytown,  (Ottawn.) ;  Phnpnlx, 
No.  1'::,  at  Oshawa;   Wellington,  No.  23, 


at  Wellington,  and  Beaver,  No.  24,  it 
Lloydtown,  but  for  two  yeara  back  the 
Order  had  met  with  strong  oppositi.>.i 
from  religiom  bodies,  both  Catholic  nuU 
I'rottBtaut,  and  one  or  two  newspaper* 
in  Montreal  and  Toronto. 


IN  TIIE  BKGJNNING  of  1849  one 
Lodge  in  Montreal,  No.  8,  sur- 
rendered its  charter  and  other 
evidences  of  approaching  failure  beg'ii 
to  appear.  On  the  :!nd  of  May  a  Pro 
\ituial  Grand  Lodge  was  instituted  fj' 
tho  district  of  Toronto,  but  it  only 
lasted  a  few  months.  The  Order  in  the 
t  ity  of  Toronto  then  collapsed,  and  u 
was  18  years  before  a  Lodge  waa  re- 
opened in  the  Queen  City. 


ON    THE    1st    of    U.bruary,    1850, 
tho   Provincial    (irand   Lodge   of 
Kingston  v\as  organized  at  Belle- 
ille,  but  it,  too,  was  short  lived.      'V\m 
aly  subordinate  instituted  thii  year  was 
industry,  No.  "5,  at  Haldimand. 


IN  ls.il  iHith  a  Subordinate,  Acadia 
No.  "(i,  and  an  Encampment, 
Mcinlx'rton,  Xo.  9,  were  organ- 
ised in  Halifax,  but  outside  of  these  ad- 
ditions there  appears  to  have  been  little 
or  no  sign  of  life  in  many  of  the  Subor- 
dinates, while  the  Grand  Lodge  of  B.  N. 
A.  showed  but  a  weak  existence.  Its  see- 
(tion  heici  on  the  '<t  of  September  wis 
att<>nded  by  only  6  Brothers,  and,  al- 
tliii.igh  officers  were  chosen  for  another 
tBrm,  this  proved  to  be  the  last  irtiifu 
of  the  Grand  l^odge.

The  Odd  FclloWs'  Relief  Association 


THE  Odd  Fellows'  Relief  AMOcia- 
tion  is  a  most  important  auxil- 
iary of  the  Independent  Order  of 
(tild  tVllnnn.  It  is  doing  a  work  out- 
widr  iif  the  Onler  which  is  very  highly 
valued  liy  thnse  who  are  familiar  with 
it.  It  is  growing  in  favor  with  the 
m<!ndiers  from  ycm  to  year,  and  is  gain- 
ing in  power  and  in  uscfulnem. 

It  took  it«  origin  in  a  talk  which  was 
had  at  a  funeral  in  Kingston  thirty 
oilil  years  ago.  This  talk  was  as  tn 
what  could  he  done  to  extend  relief  to 
tho  widowB,  fhildron,  and  dependents  of 
dtH'caHDd  Odd  Fi'IIowh  outside  of  tho 
Lodge.  A  nicrtiiig  followed  at  whiih 
tho  inilinl  steps  wpre  taken  towards  tlic 
nrgnniuitiim    of   tho   AsHootntion, 

At  the  outset  it  wns  most  modest  in  if:« 
prftt'nsions.  It  was  local  in  its  mem- 
henhip,  its  plaiiM  and  its  purposes.  Its 
projectors  did  not  drram  of  the  widen- 
ing itidiieneo  whii'h  it  commanded.  In 
t'nie  the  lodges  outside  of  the  city  asked 
that  their  members  be  admitted  to  tho 
Association  and  its  privileges,  and  this 
lequest  was  granted.  So  the  good  work 
went  on. 

The  Association  for  many  yeani  main- 
tained an  independent  existoncp.  It  waa 
nn  auxiliary  of  the  Order,  but  it  did 
noi  have  tho  reoognition  which  came  to 
it  j<iter.  The  first  to  applaud  Its  work 
was  til*;  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario.  Then 
the  other   Grand   I^odges   followed,   and 


their  repeated  endorsement  ia  the  bfe~t 
ividcnco  as  to  the  efficieucy  with  which 
it  has  served  the  Order. 

The  Awociation  in  iK'.'j  had  364  mem- 
bers. On  June  .inth,  UHI."),  it  had 
1S,400.  In  the  firct  jear  of  itB  exi»- 
fence  its  revenue  was  $9.i.t.  In  the  la«t 
linani'iul    year    its    revenue    was    ^234,- 
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819.52.  In  the  thirty  years  there  have 
been  paid  out  in  death  t>eneflta  $1,547,- 
2.'i7.6fl.  In  mm  there  were  no  funds 
on  hand.  Xuw  there  is  a  surplus,  over 
all  liabilities,  of  $.381,000. 

The  death  rate  has  been  below  the 
normal.  LaAt  year  it  was  S-^!^  per 
1,000.       Since  tho  institution  of  the  As- 


anoiation  1,190  deaths  have  occurred,  and 
the  benefits  have  been  paid  more  prompt- 
ly than  iu  any  similar  institution  in 
<  anada. 

Tho  most  active  workers  of  the  Order 
art:  members  of  the  Association,  and  they 
all  speak  well  of  its  work  and  benefits. 

The  Aaaociation  has  been  especially 
favored  in  the  way  of  management.  For 
thirty  years  it  had  the  Bam«  President, 
l>r.  Fowler,  a  Past  Grand  Master  of  the 
Drder,  and  one  who  was  called  to  his 
ri'ward  only  two  years  ago.  R.  F.  Kl- 
ii<itt,  the  President  since  1903,  has  been 
a  director  for  miiny  years.  The  other 
Directors  are:  T.  Donnellv,  I>.  M.  Mc- 
Intyre,  J.  A.  Minnes,  w'.  Mnndell.  H, 
Obcmdorffi-r ;  .lohn  Ihmogb,  Toronto;  |[. 
WTiite,  Port  Hope;  un<l  J.  A.  Rol.b,  Val- 
l<'yfi«'ld. 

Its  Secretary,  R.  Mrek,  haft  held  offl.-n 
since  1899,  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Agencies,  A.  II.  Blackeby,  since  1K90. 

The  last  tribute  to  tho  Association  was 
paid  by  the  Finance  Committee,  which 
reported  at  the  annual  meeting  on  July 
19th,  if  this  year,  and  said:  "No  in> 
suranee  society  on  the  continent  can  show 
as  careful  and  economical  management, 
or  as  good  results  from  the  efforts  put 
forth  to  obtain  business.  It  is  safe  to 
f«rimato  that  fully  60  per  cent,  of  the 
new  mnnbers  added  tj  the  Order  in  the 
Dominion  havf  taken  certiRiates  in  the 
AsBiM-iatioD  during  the  lattt  year."
